Indeed, 
everybody in opposition, seemed 80 dis 

heartened by Mr. Murney’s unprecedented 
conduct, that, as we said before, Mr. Ben- 
jamin seemed destined to walk the course 
alone. But some of the staunch furmers 
jin the North Riding thought differently, 
| On their return from the Provincial Ex 
| hibition, finding how matters stood, they 
pustily called together a Convention, and 
nominated the present candidate, Dr, 
McLean, It is worthy of notice, that 
this was all done of their own accord, 
and without any interference from out- 
siders. 

Sinco that, Dr, McLean has issued his 
Address, and the canvass of the Riding 
is now going on energetically. Detween| 
this and the day of polling, hardly sufii- 
cient time will elapse to enable a tho- 
‘ough canvass to be’ made ; and this is 
tho greatest disadvantage that the Doctor 
labors under, 

Jt will not be improper at this juncture, 
to examine the relative merits of the two 
candidates. In supporting Dr, Mclean, 
and opposing Mr. Benjamin, we wish to 
offer our reasons for so doing, that it may 
not be attributed either to cuprice or pre- 
judice. 

In the first place, we are not pleased 
with Mr. Benjamin's Address. From the 
beginning to the end, itis studiously non- 
committal. "Tis true he says, “ having 
addressed you in your own localities, on 

the various important questions of the 
day, I have only to say, that upon the 

whole of them, my opinions remain un- 

hanged.”

Itis admitted now on nearly all 

hands, that the introduction of the Sepa- 

rate School clause in our Common School 

Act, was’a fatal mistake, and fraught 
with incalculable mischief, But we ask 

why was that clause’ introduced? How 

did this privilege, denied to Bishop 
Strachan and his Church, come to be con- 

ceded to Bishop Powers ard his Church? 

For this reason, ‘Tho Roman Catholics 

complained that the Protestant version of 
the Bible, and one or two other books, 

were admitted as reading books into our 
Schools, and, on this account, they could 

not send their childron to them without 

doing violence. to their conscientious and 

religious feelings, ‘They therefore claim- 

ed the privilege when they had the means, 

of establishing Separate Schools. ‘Tho 

Government, not wishing to appear un- 

just, granted thio request. Here was tho| 
mistake ; first, in the demand, then in the 

concossion, Unity of purpose, unity of | 
action, unity of sentiment, are all neces- 

sary to mako a system of education to 

the fullest extont beneficial. © ‘The Roman 

Catholics should have petitioned for the 

removal from our Schools of anythi 
reasonably offensive to them, and there 
aro thousands of Protestants who would 
have supported that demand. In caso of 
its refusal, they would havo had good 
grounds for demanding a separate meaus 
of instruction. But they chose to demand 
the Inst thing first, and they gotit. ‘The 
vernment should not, as wo have said, 
havo entertained that demand, but should 
havo removed the cause of complaint. 
But the mistake was made ; tho conces- 
sions then granted, and since increased, 
have not been at all satisfactory to the ad- 
vocates of Separate Schools. ‘They aro 
more clamorous now for additional pri- 
vileges than they wero for first conces- 
sions. ‘The matter has gone so far, that 
R. Catholics aro commanded under pain 
of excommunication, not to vote for any 
one who will not pledgo himself to sup- 
port their mischievous and exorbitiant 
demands, Tho Toronto Mirror, and 
other Catholic organs, keep up the agita- 
tion, and Colonel ‘Tache, with othor Mem- 
bers of the Government, conciliate the 
Separatists by telling them a better op- 
portunity, for supporting their wishes in 
respect to Separate Schools will offor at 
the next sitting of Parliament, Now 
what docs Mr, Benjamin say on this sub- 
joct? Simply, “ leave the law ne it is.” 
Does this satisfy either party? We think 
not Had tho advocates of Separate 
Schools been contented to work the sys 

tem as itis, there would be eimo sense 
in taking such a couse, as little harm has 
resulted, or is likely to result from the op- 
eration of the present law. By thie ad- 
mission wo do not give up the argument 
in the loast ; a8 wo still believe a system 
of education inuch better that has no pro-

rather put up with o slight defect than 
raise an agitation for its removal. Under 
the present law also, we beliove Sepa- 
rate Schools would work thoir own cure, 
and by this means wo sliould soon bo rid 
of them — But when concessions are de- 
manded that would destroy the workiog 
of our Common Scho: and when nothing 
will satisfy cortain parties but compliance 
with such demands, it becomes sound and 
justifiable policy to take nway what has 
been conceded, and place all parties on 
the same equitable footing Here is 
where wo like Dr. McLean's Address in 
comparably better than Mr 
He is plain spoken, and everybody knows 
what he means, It 
that Mr. Benjamin receives tho hearty 
support of the R. Catholics. Now this 
is the most suspicious circumstance of the 
whole affair, Mr. B. is, and always was 
an Orangeman of the first water, What 
affinity can he have with the Catholics? 
Is it becauso he belongs to the political 
party they have alwaya worked with !— 
Quite the contrary, Is it because his 
professed opinions on the School question 
please them? ‘This cannot be, as they 
assert that Separate Schools as they now 
exist by Statute are a delusion and snare, 
that they would sooner have tho clause 
wiped from the Statute Book, if they can- 
not obtain anything better. Their sup- 
port is only explained on one ground, 
which is a:prevalent report, that Mr, B 
has pledged himself privately tothe Cath- 
olics to grant them whatever they want, 
while publicly he takes a non-committal 
ground, and is desirous of leaving things 
as they ore. If this be true, how can the 
Orangemen of the North Riding vote for 
him? Here again is a ready explana- 
tion, Itis easy for Mr. B. and his em- 
issaries to say, “ suppose a pledgo is 
given to the Catholics, it is butto get their 
support, and when returned to Parliam 
the Catholics may whistle for their Sep- 
arate Schools or anything else.” If this 
is not playing a double game with a ven- 
geance we know nothing of duplicity. It 
simply amounts to this, that when such a 
person gots into Parliament, and finds it 
his interest to fulfil his pledges, he will 
do so; if not, he will violatethem. ‘This, 
of itself, should make all parties suspi- 
cious. But the most importantreason we 
have for opposing Mr B. is, because he is 
4 supporter of the present corrupt Govern- 
ment. It has not been denied that he is 
the Ministerial Candidate. His inter- 
course ond intimacy with the leading 
parties in the Ministry, his refusal to take 
any activo part at the County Mcoting 
in opposition to the Government, and last- 
ly, his success in securing the Writ for 
the Election for the North Riding so soon 
after Mr. Murney’s resignation, are the 
strongest proofs, if any are wanting, that 
Mr. B.is in the interest of the Govern- 
ment, It is impossible, therefore, for any 
one who is consistently opposed to the 
Government to vote forhim. He is, how- 
ever, too shrewd to come out openly and

HEROISM OF A MOTHER, 


THRILLING ACCOUNT OF AN ATTEMPT TO 
SAVE EIGHT CHILDREN PROM DROWN- 
ING AT THE BURNING OF THE NIAGARA, 

From the Chicago Press, 

The greatest heroism displayed on the 
occasion, of which we have any know- 
ledge, was shown by a mother in her ef- 
forts to save the lives of her eight chil- 
dren, the eldest of whom was only four- 
teen and the youngest one year old. She 
was picked up by the 7'raveller, insensible 
and nearly perished, but was restored by 
great exertions, and brought to this city. 
She did not know last evening whether or 
not any of her children were saved, but 
heard that three were taken ashore in the 
only boat that pulled off from the burning 
steamer. If so, they will reach her this 
morning by the Arctic. She and her hus- 
band are at the Merchants’ Hotel. 

The names of these afflicted parents 
are Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton Chalmers, of 
Gloucester Co., New Brunswick. ‘They 
had by great industry and economy, laid 
up a lew hundred dollars, and were mov 
ing to Minnesota to buy asmall farm, and 
lost everything they had in the world on 
the boat, but a few shillings in their pock- 
ets, But they say they care nothing for 
that; if they had theirchildren they could 
begin !ife again at the bottom of the lad- 
der with a good heart. We sincerely 
hope that some of their lost ones may be 
restored to them. Mrs. Chalmers says 
that when the fire broke out she was out- 
side the steerage cabin on the main deck 
with her husband and children. She saw 
the stern boat lowered, and observing in 
it a woman whom she knew, she thought 
if the boat reached the shore, and she did 
not, that woman would be like a moth) rto 
her children, so she commenced throwing 
her smaller children into it, intending to 
keep the baby by her, because she could 
the easier support it in the water than the 
others. She had thrown two into the boat 
when it shoved off. Sho had one in her 
hands to throw, but it was too late to throw 
so large a one to the boat, accordingly, she 
seized the baby supposing she had strength 
to throw it to the retreating boat, She 
had not, however, the baby fell into the 
water a foot from the boat; she screamed 
to the woman in tho boat to save it) and 
had the satisfaction of seeing her reach 
out, grasp it, and draw 1 into the boat. 

She then directed her effurts to the five 
children about her. She pushed the old- 
est boy of twelve years into the water, 
with directions to swim after the small 
boat and cling to it if they would not take 
him in. She thinks he did actually reach 
it, but cannot be certain, She then put 
her oldest child, a girl of fourteen, into 
the water, in hopes she could cling to 
something. She has heard since arriving 
here that a girl of that age was rescued, 
and thinks may be it was this one. She 
then had three small children remaining. 
Her husband got into the water and she 
passed them down to him, and he placed 
them on one of the capsized boats floating 
near, She then got down by a rope. On 
reaching the water sho found the waves 
had washed two of the children off the 
small boat. She managed to catch them 
both with one arm and hold them up, atill 
clinging to the rope with the other hand, 
and maintaining her hold in the midst of 
all the desperato struggles around her. 
At last the rope burned off above, and she 
sank down, down,down, with others who 
had been clinging to the samo rope, 
When she came up again, she had lost 
one child, She managed to throw her 
disengaged arm over a stick and hang on 
to it with the child in the other. 

She then looked for the child she had 
lost, but although many heads were around 
her, and some of them children’s heads, 
they woro so begrimmed with the oil and 


that she could not distinguish their foa- 
tures, and they sunk one after another 
without her being ablo to recognize her 
own. She then directed all hor efforts to 
save the one in her arms, and she feels 
confident that she could have done so, but 
somo man, she thinks he was an old man, 
pulled her arm off from tho stick which 
supported her. Sho regained her hold, 
and her hand was again pulled off, and 
herself pushed away by the man, ‘Then 
she sunk down, down, down again. Sho 
struggled to rise, and finally did rise, but 
the last child was gone, though she thought 
(until sho had reached the surface and

She there- 
fore seized her dress at the bottom in 
front, brought it up around the plank and 
put it between her tecth, so that it held 
the plank fast across her breast, She 
found that it would hold her thus, and set-

weep; her's was beyond the grief that 
finds relie! in tears, but when the rescued 
of her little flock are clasped in her arms 
this morning, her eyes will burst or her 
heart will break 


Dr. Diit.—This notorious convict 
whose escape from the Provincial Peni- 
tentiary we announced some days ago, 
was re-captured on Wednesday last at 
Slater’s Tavern, Prescott, and on the fol- 
lowing day was sent back to his old quar- 
ters, where he is now lodged.

He therefore made his plan, 
and on the night of his escape hie placed 
the door in such a way that tho same re- 
sult would happen, which turned out as 
he expected, ‘The Doctor knew, howev- 
er, that at nine o'clock the head keeper 
made a round of inspection, and he there- 
fore camo out of his cell, and with a 
blanket managed to climb up on the win- 
dow, where he remained until he saw the 
guard make his inspection. He then fol- 
lowed him out, and, in the manner de- 
scribed at the time of his escape, manayed 
to scale tho walls. ‘Phe noise caused by 
the blowing off of steam caught his ear, 
and he ran to the spot whence it proceed- 
ed, and reached the boat in time to spring 
on board. He knew not whither she was 
going, but as fortune would have it, she 
was bound for Ogdensburg.

Four to two is no bad proportion, should 
Mr. Duchesnay prove a Ministerialist, but 
wo believe the probabilities are in favor of 
tho numbers standing five to one, As the 
elections have commenced, so, wo are 
confident, they will continue, and we shall 
have nothing to report henceforward but 
a succession of oppositivn victories. Le 
but the men of Kent and Essex, of Sau- 
geen and of ‘Trent, do their duty, and tho 
days of the present Government are num- 
bered. Success in these districts will 
give to the Opposition irresistible strength; 
it will convince the most indifferent that 
the people are thoroughly determined to 
submit no longer to the misgovernment 
which they have endured so many years.

the tents entirely unwaiched. Thus we 
were afforded a clear field in which to 
execute ourscheme, After several of our 
number had been posted as sentinels, the 
rest crept in under the canyass and enter- 
ed the arena. Jt was some time before 
we could, in the deep darkness of the 
place, idedtify the cage in which our 
friend Bruin had been puttosleep. After 
stumbling over divers things which lay 
scattered about, and peering here and 
there in the dark, we found tho object of 
our search.

The Upper and Lower Canada Agricultu- 
ral Exhibition. 

There appears to have been only two 
exhibitors from U. Canada at the Lower 
Canada exhibition at Three Rivers,— 
Messrs. Dunham of Leeds, and Miller of 
Pickering. On the other band there was 
a large number of Lower Canadian exhi- 
bitors at Kingston. ‘The'two Upper Ca- 
nadian exhibitors displayed cattle, swine, 
and sheep ; the Lower Canadians at King- 
ston displayed, and took prizes for sheep, 
horses, medical instruments, manufactures 
in wood, castings in iron, mechanical and 
agricultural implements, and several oth- 
er maiters besides. ‘The one thing re- 
markable is that Lower Canadians in 
Lower Canada did not seem to think it 
worth while to make any preparazion for 
their Fair, while they turned out in force 
and with credit to themselves at Kingston 
At Three Rivers there was only one mu- 
sical instrument exhibited —a piano made 
by the firm of Seehold ; at Kingston, three 
firms (two of them Lower Canadian) ex- 
hibited pianos, and two others melodeons. 
At Three Rivers the only castings in iron 
which appeared to call for remark were 
sonfe plain box stoves of the St. Maurice 
Company ; at Kingston,» splendid col- 


Montreal. ‘There was but one thing, ap- 
parently, in the Lower Canada show real- 
ly deserving of credit, and that was the 
exhibition of flowers ; in other respects it 
was nothing moro or less than a catile 
show, if we except one chest of drawers 
made of pine, and another made of bass- 
wood—the only noticeable articles of fur- 
niture, and which would scarcely com- 
pare well with the splendid display at 
Kingston from the workshops of the cabi- 
net makers. ‘The showat Three Rivers, 
judging from the reports and prize list 
published in the Montreal papers, must 
have beena very creditable sort of county 
show, and nothing more; the show at 
Kingston was the real national Canadian 
show, worthy of atiention by strangers 
from all parts of the country, and drawing 
to at, as a common centre, mammoth pigs, 
pig iron, sewing machines, Canadian and 
New York Governors, Hamilton and 
Montreal pickpockets. ‘The people of 
Lower Canada ought to give up the an- 
nual show, or rather merge it inte the U. 
Cunada one, and thus save themselves the 
discredit of such a miserable failure as 
this year has witnessed. Evidently they 
cannot keep it up. r 
building 100 feet long, 12 feet high, and 
30 feet wide, and a scanty purse of $6,000 
for prizes, they cannot expect to compete 
with Upper Canada passessing a eplendid 
building 400 feet in actual length, 50 feet 
wide, 50 feet high, and a purse big enough 
to hold $40,000. As a matter of course 
their mechanics and tradesmen (and there 
aro no better in America) will not send 
their wares to such a miserable darksome 
place, where néthing but pine and bass- 
wood manufactures ought properly to be 
exhibited ; and where the premiums would 
scarcely repay them for the cost of pack- 
ing and freight, when they havethe chance 
of fat prizes and plenty of light to show 
their wares. 


The Lower Canadian oxhibition was 
well enough so far as catile and pigs 
went; but it contained nothing to prove 
that its people possess any inventive or 
mechanical genius; The Upper Canadi- 
on Exhibition was gocd also as to tho ox-| 
hibition of Cattle, but its principal value 
was given'to it by the splondid samplos of 
manufacturos, and specimons of mechani- 
cal skill there shown,— Colonist.

be. In Uncle T'om" tho authoress de- « 
monstrates the degrading and crushing « 
effects of the * peculiar institution” on 
the enslaved; in “ Dred” she shows the 
demoralizrng and degenerating effects uj 

on the white population of the South. fh 
the whites, as in the blacks, it smothers 
free thought, free speech, free aspiration ; 
cripples justice, perve ris morals, corrupts 
religion, and infects the whole framework 


-|of society with an enfeebling disease—a 


loathsome moral leprosy. 

In comparing the merits of the two 
works, itis difficult to pronounce which 
is superior,—both are so similar in their 
result, and yet so different in their con- 
ception and composition. If in the later 
work we have no Uncle ‘fom, no Eva, no 
St, Clair, no Aunt Ophelia, no Topsy, no 
Legree, neither in “ Uncle Tom” do we 
have any Nina, or Clayton, or Dred, or 
Tom Gorden. In “ Dred” we also have 
the love story between Nina and Clay- 
ton ; in * Uncle Tom" we had none 
—the first successful novel, we belie e, 
that was ever written without containing 
this feature. This, of itself, shews the 
great originality and boundless resources 
of the authoress. The artistic plan of 
* Dred” is not excellent—more of the 
“ patch-work”, style than the continuous 
and ingenious narrative, In this respect 
it does not equal its predecessor. But, 
for sublime description, pathos, powerful 
reasoning, beautiful imagery, and masterly 
delineation of character, we think it sur- 
passes the former work, As an example 
of the higher kind of composition with 
which the work abounds, we offer the fol- 
lowing passage, where the authoress 
shows the wonderfully stimulating effects 
of the Bible upon the negro mind : 


“As the mind, looking on the great volume 
of nature, sees there a reflection of its own 
internal passions, and seizes on that in it 
which sympathizes with itself,—as the fierce 
and savage soul delights in the roar of tor- 
rents, the thunder of avalanches, and the 
whirl of ocean-storms,—so is it in the great 
answering volume of revelation. There is 
something there for every phase of man’s na- 
ture ; and hence its endless vitality and stim- 
ulating force. Dred had heard read, in the 
secret meetings of conspirators, the wrathfal- 
denunciations of ancient prophets against op- 
pressions and injustice. ie had read of king- 
doms convulsed by plagues ; of tempest, and 
pestilence, and locusts ; of the sea cleft in 
twain, that an army of slaves m 
through, and of their pursuers whelmed in 
the returuing waters. He had heard of pro- 
phets and deliverers, armed with supernatu- 
ral powers, raised up for oppressed people ; 
had pondered on the nail of Jnel, the goad 


ani thrilled with fierce joy as he renga 
Samson, with his two strong arms, pu 
down the pillars of the festive temple, and 
whelmed his triumphant persecutors in one 
graye with himself. 

In the vast solitudes which he daily trm= 
versed, these things entered deep into his 
soul. Cutoff from all human companionship, . 
often going weeks without seeing a humao 
face, there was no recurrence of every-day 
and prosaic ideas to check the current of the 
enthusiasm thus kindled, Even in the soil 
of the cool Saxon heart the Bible has throws 
out its roots with an all-pervading energy, © 
that the whole frame-work of society may 
bo said to rest on soil held-by its fibres. Even 
in cold and misty England, armieshayve been 
made defiant and invincible by the incom~ 

arable force and deliberate valor which it 
reathes intomen. But, when this oriental 
seed and exotic among us, is planted back 
in the fiery soil of a tropical heart, it bursté 
forth with an incalculable ardor of growth.”

Customs Duties had increased from 24

structed in Agricultural Chemistry, because Agri- 
culture is radically dependent on this science for 
the knowledge of soils and crops, the action of the 
atmosphere, the heat and light of the sun, and the 
peculiar qualities of those manures which are re- 
quired to fertilize his exhausted soils; he must also 
be well acquainted with the rotation of crops, and 
be a competent judge of all the improved breeds of 
| farm etcck, farm produce, and farming implements 
of all kinds, 

Agriculture is indeed but the first stcp from sa- 
voge life; but, ladies and gentlemen, it is an im- 
mense one. It emancipstes the snvage from ero 
elty and barboriem, and renders him a friend and 
neighbor in social life; and from this mighly step 
spring orls, sciences, commerce, trade, manufac- 
tures, and in a word all social existence, and alllihe 
comforts and amenities of life.

She pierces through the shades of night, 
Bright on the human suul to shine. 

I also consider that if ogriculturists would add 
Botany to the sciences already mentioned, it would 
be to them 2 fountain of unfading pleasure and de- 
light; and then too they might vie with Solomon 
in wisdom and knowledge, and speak with him from 
“the cedar of Lebenon to the hyssop that springs 
from the well,”’—from the pilos of balf-dried grass 
on the wayside, to the splendid kinds that flourish 
in the pastures and moadows of tho farmer, remu- 
nerating him with their valuable eod luxuriant 
growth ; grain of every name, flowers of the bills 
and valleys, of the gardens and green-houses. Now
